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Dear Sir: 

On August 28, 2006, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office ("USPTO") mailed a Notice 
of Abandonment (hereinafter "Notice"). According to the Notice, the application was abandoned 
in view of Applicants' failure to timely pay the required issue fee within the statutory period of 
three months from the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance. More specifically, the Notice 
indicates that the submitted fee of $0 is insufficient and that a balance of $1400 is due. 

In response, Applicants are submitting this Petition to Withdraw Holding of 
Abandonment under 37 CFR § 1.181 because Applicants timely mailed an Issue Fee Transmittal 
on March 14, 2006. In addition to the original Issue Fee Transmittal, Applicant also mailed a 
Form PTO-2038, whereby the undersigned authorized the USPTO to charge the undersigned's

credit card for both the issue fee and ten (10) soft copies of the patent. 1 Furthermore, Applicant 
also mailed a duplicate copy of the Issue Fee Transmittal, whereby the undersigned authorized 
the USPTO to charge the required fees, or credit any overpayment, to the undersigned's Deposit 
Account No. 50-2198. Finally, Applicants also mailed an Amendment After Allowance, along 
with five Replacement Drawing Sheets. 

As evidence of the USPTO's receipt of the Issue Fee Transmittal and associated 
documents, Applicants are enclosing a copy of a postcard that has been stamped by the USPTO. 
In addition, an additional copy of the previously-mailed correspondence is enclosed, although the 
credit card number has been redacted from the Form PTO-2038. Finally, a statement from 
Debbie K. Keller attesting to the timely mailing of the previously-mailed correspondence is 
attached. 

In view of the above, Applicants respectfully request the USPTO to withdraw its holding 
of abandonment.
